It Was Father McAuley. 

It was the Rev. Father McAuley, pastor of 
the Catholic Church of the neighborhood. He 
said he understood the meeting had been 
called to discuss affairs of the Fourth Con- 
gressional District, not national affairs; that 
Mr. Adams had rented the hall and that others 
had no right to interfere, and sat down. 
Pandemonium broke loose again at this. 
There were cries of That's right,“ Sit 
down Jones,” and many-hisses. Mr. Jones, 
Mr. Adams, and the Chairman were 
standing on the platform, and when 
he could make himself heard Mr. 
Jones said he would like to have Mr. Adams 
talk, and when he got through he would like 
to makean apology. Mr. Adams, as he be- 
gan to speak again, was pale and his voice 
trembled with excitement.

“This demonstration is nothmg more than 
I expected. When I thought of the deplora- 
ble state of affairs that-was forced upon the 
people of this district I made up my mind I 
was going to talk to the people if it cest me a 
dollar a minute, I own this hall.

The Chairman has attempted to compel 
me to sit down. I'll have the Chairman 
or anybody else who attempts to stop me, put 
out of here. ‘the unprincipled politicians 
have sold out; forced this nomination on the 
people and then send a man here to tell us 
we've got to stand it. They pack the hall with 
quackers, whoopers, and crowers to cheer 
him on. Id like fo hear from the Rev. Mr. 
MeAuley.”’ s 

The aged priest made a fiery speech. He 
said he was the guest of Mr. Adams at the 
meeting, and that he was sdrry to see his 
rights trampled upon. He said neither 
of them were politicians; it was only 
the grave state of affairs that 
brought either of them there, He thought it 
high time when such a man as Woodman was 
nominated for Congress that ministers should 
lay aside their priestly robes for a season and 
enter politics. He had heard first that a Mr. 
Wood was to be nominated, and next that it 
was D. W. Mills. 

The Priest's Speech. 

“I hada speech prepared for my friend 
Mills,” he said, “but I have had to 
rearrange it ali. But when Woodman 
got the nomination, when Woodman came 
in, 1 got out of the ‘woods’ and now 
I’m waiting on the prairie. I’m waiting to 
hear something drop. I hope to God it may 
drop. Never in my long life have I ever 
voted for a man for any party whom my con- 
science could not recommend, and I never 
wil. I want to vote for a man that 
has that knows what he’s 
gomg to d e forgotten more 
than that man Woodman ever learned. I’ve 
sometimes thought that ‘damn’ was a good 
word in its place. When I heard Woodman 
was nominated I—I don’t remember whether 
I said it or not, but I thought it any way. I 
was a Democrat until that party fired on the 
old flag, but at thattime Isang tothe party 
the good old Methodist tune which begins:

SIMS’ PLAN SAID TO BE DYING OUT. 


Candidates on the American Independent 
Ticket Talk of Withdrawal. 

Prof. Sims does not seem to succeed as an 
organizer any better than the modern Alex- 
ander.“ The candidates on the Independent 
American ticket are seriously thinking of 
withdrawing and will probabiy do so in a few 
days. The movement has petered out so 
completely that those who were fooled into 
allowing the use of their names are exceeding- 
ly suspicious of the leaders. The dispatch to 
Tun Taru from W. & H. Traynor, 
Supreme President of the American Pro- 
tective Association of the World, opened 
the eyes of several persons who have been 
lending their influence to the movement. 
They clearly see now Mr. Traynor was mis- 
represented in order to fool them. Some of 
the candidates held a meeting yesterday to 
discuss the situation and to decide whether 
to continue to allow the use of their names 
or to withdraw. A greateffort was made to 
convince those about to rebel that the move- 
ment was sincere. It was finally concluded 
to wait a while longer and see what success at- 
tends the securing of names to the petitions 
now being circulated. If asufficient number of 
names is obtained some of the candidates 
may not withdraw. There isa report in cir- 
culation that the Sims-Kelley- Richardson com- 
bination is to be well paid if it succeeds in 
getting the names of the candidates on the 
ballots. The City Hall people are said to be 
circulating the petitions. Adolph Pentz, who 
is the candidate for Probate Clerk, was exam- 
ined before Justice Gibbons yesterday on a 
charge of larceny as bailee.

GRAND JURY ORDERS ANOTHER 
BATOH OF TRUE BILLS. 


‘Gamblers Are Placed Within the Meshes 
of the Law and the Good Work Will 
Continue—State’s-Attorney Kern Likely 
to Have the Jury Keep at IteKvidence 
Presented as to the Owners of Premises 
Where Games Are Said to Be Carried 
On- Mr. Clarke Threatened. 


Fifty indictments were voted against 
gamblers just before the ad jourument of the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon and the State’s- 
Attorney was ditected to prepare indictments 
in the cases to be returned into court today. 
The true bills ordered are against the owners 
and keepers of the following places: 

No. 14 Quincy street. 

No. 78 Jackson street. 

No. 2 Pickwick court. 

No. 184 Clark street. 

No. 174 Clark street. 

No. 298 State street, known as the Berlin. 

Saloon at northwest corner of Harrison street 
and Custom House place. 

No. 625 Milwaukee avenue, 
Pacific Garden. 

Atlantic Garden, on Milwaukee avenue near 
Division street. 

The reputed owners of these places are: 

No. 14 Quincy street. John Condon. Sam Dahl. 
Bradley brothers, and Dan Stewart; No.73 Jack- 
son street, G. Alloway, C. Dunn, and William 

Skakel; No. 2 Pickwick court, Abe Silner, Cy 
Jaynes, and Joe Ullman; Pacific Garden, Mur- 
phy et al. and McDonald; Nos. 134 and 174 
Clark street, George Hankins, Harry Romaine, 
and William Wightman; the Berlin and the 
ylace at Harrison street and Custom-House 
place, Jerry Daley and T. McGinnis. 

The names of the persons indicted were 
suppressed by the State’s-Attorney, and the 
grand jurors who had held an inquiry in the 
morning to ascertain how their proceedings 
“leaked” were sworn anew to secrecy, but 
the list, according to Assistant State’s- Attor- 
ney Morrison and Foreman Gardner, com- 
prises all the keepers of the houses named and 
employ 6s, making fifty true bills.“ Today a 
final vote will be taken on the question of re- 
turning bills against the keepers of No. 170 
Madison street, No. 162 Clark street, the 
House of David, and No. 119 Clark street, 
and the owners of two pieces of property in 
which gambling has been carried on. As al- 
ready reported, the vote taken in these cases 
stood 17 to 5, one juryman being absent 
when the poll was made. The vote on all the 
indictments ordered yesterday was unani- 
mous,

Another Batch Likely. 

* More indictments will probably be voted 
today. said Foreman Gardner, and there 
may be more bills voted against property- 
owners. The evidence in regard to the gam- 
blers we regard as good, but the list of prop- 
erty-owners offered us by the Civic Federation 
has been of little use as evidence. So we are 
holding over for more evidence as to property- 
owners, and we may receive it today. 
Another point we began working on today 
was to investigate the charges of bribery and 
corruption in the matter of protecting 
gambling, but we have not yet been able to 
get any evidence on this subject. I will have 
my report ready for the court tomorrow, 
when we expect to adjourn finally.“ 

State's- Attorney Kern may, however, con- 
clude to keen the present jury at work until 
all the matters now under investigation are 
cleared up. He will decide this morning, and 
if he determines to retain it will ask for a 
venire to have the present body sworn in as a 
special grand jury. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
investigation made yesterday came out in the 
examination of A. L. Green, manager 
of a company which makes a business of 
locating the ownership of down-town prop- 
erty. He introduced the name of Levi Z. 
Leiter into the proceedings by declaring him 
the owner of the premises at Nos. 140 and 
142 Clark street. The Civic Federation list 
did not tocate any gambling-house at either 
of these numbers, nor has evidence been in- 
troduced at any time to show gambling has 
been carried on there, In what the gamblers 
call the good old days.“ during Carter Har- 
rison’s earlier administrations, there once 
existed a flourishing game at “148,” but if 
any has existed here lately no gambler or 
citizen can be found who knows anything 
u bout it. Mr. Leiter’s agent says none of his 
property is leased for gambling purposes. 
Nevertheless, the mention of Mr. 
Leiter's name in the evidence line 
caused quite a sensation in the star chamber. 
The name of Charles T. Yerkes was also 
sounded in there by a reporter who gave evi. 
dence of gambimgin the Pacific Garden, a 
concert. hall and saloon, with games attached. 
on Milwaukee avenue. He told the grand 
jury he had seen gambling carried on there, 
and gaveitas his impression the premises 
were owned by Mr. Yerkes. 

Names of Alleged Owners. 

Mr. Green in his evidence said the follow. 
ing properties alleged to have been used for 
gaming purposes were owned as follows: 

No. 170 Madison street by George F. Harding 
Jr., Nos. 172 and 174 Clark street by Jared Bas- 
set, No. 178 Clark street by Mrs. A. F. Armstrong 
of Bloomfield, Ky.; Nos. 122 and 124 Clark 
street by James Todd and others, No. 126 Clark 
street by D. G. Hamilton, No. 134 Clark street 
by Charles M. Shreve, No. 12 Quincy street by 
Fred R. Otis, No. 14 Quincy street by E. J. 
Lehmann. 

He also testifled the Chicago Opera-House 
company held a thirty-year lease on the Chi- 
cago Opera-House Building. 

The grand jury did not spend more than 
three hours in hearing evidence. Among the 
witnesses examined were M. H. Madden of 
the State Federation of Labor and M. J. Car.

asked if they knew anything about “corrup- 
tion” or gambling. Mr. Madden said he 
knew nothing on either subject, while Mr. 
Carroll had only bearsay stories to re. 
late. P. F. Bender, a salesman living on 
Van Buren street, was the most productive 
witness of the morning session. According 
to his evidence he has been playing against 
all the small games in his part of town. He 
enumerated a number of them, giving 
the names of owners, keepers, and employers. 
He was substantiated by other witnesses dur- 
ing the day. At the afternoon ion only 
half a dozen witnesses were heard. Two re. 
porters told of gambling they had seen at 
different places, while several detectives em- 
ployed by the Sandmeyer agency told of their 
experiences while investigating gaming es- 
tablishments in the interest of the Civic Fed- 
eration, also giving names of owners and em- 
ployés to the jury. W. H. Bates testified he 
had lost money at No. 119 Clark street and 
other places in the down-town district and on 
the West Side. J. G. Warren, an auctioneer, 
one of the last witnesses of the day, told the 
jury he knew nothing of gambling. 

I played in $2 on the ‘old arthy’ game, 
or something of that sort, twenty-five years 
ago in Brooklyn, and that was my last experi- 
ence,” he said.

Six weeks ago Mrs. Spurlin reported that she 
saw a strange apparition at her window. She 
said itcame inalong white robe as ghosts 
usually do and walked noiseleasly through the 
yard and vanished in the air at midnight. 
Finally Harvey told his brother 
George about the strange intruder. 
George agreed to assist in running the ghost 
down aud arranged to be on hand last night. 
Early in the evening George came and brought 
his bulldog,.a savage beast, usually kept 
chained. The dog was fastened in a back 
room and the two brothers located themselves 
upstairs in a room overlooting the 
spook’s usual point of approach.

Off Hyde Park Capt. Falvey found the boat 
was sinking and made for shallow water. The 
crew escaped alive and the boat wen 
down, Capt. Falvey gave two theories 
for the accident. First, that the 
seams had been sprung by exposure to the 
heat of a recent big fire, and that the heavy 
sea worked out the oakum and forced in 
enough water to sink the boat. The other 
theory was the boat struck the Hyde Park 
reef and knocked a hole in the bottom. 

But when the boat was raised and inspect ed 
it was found there was not a hole anywhere 
and its sides were intact. This was a puzzle 
to the inspectors, who asked: Where did 
the water get in to put eut the furnace fires 
and fill the hold?” 

It is said the report of the inspectors solves 
the puzzle by the flatfooted statement the 
Yosemite faced the storm that night with four 
dead lights in the bow wideopen. The fol- 
lowing is told by an insider: 

„When the inspectors found the Yosemite 
was sound throughout they commenced to 
pump different people as to how the water got 
in. The fact is the boys ‘vere all on deck 
looking at the big blaze in South Chicago 
while the water was coming in by the ton per 
minute through the dead lights. The boat 
was running at the rate of ten miles or so an 
hour and the sea was running against it with 
tremendous pressure, so the water came in 
through the lights in quantity. 

Fires Soon Extinguished. 

„The furnace fires, which are only a foot or 
so above the floor, were extinguished speedily. 
The men who should have been on watch 
there were somewhere else. Capt. Falvey 
made for shallow water when he found he was 
sinking, but from the fact that the- deluge in 
the hold had extinguished his fire he hadn’t 
steam enough to take him where he wanted 
to go. 

By But here is a curious fact: When the 
steamer was raised the covers for the dead 
lights were found in place. Well, that doesn’t 
prove anything. You must remember there 
was a diver working on the boat before it was 
raised, and it would be worth considerable to 
certain people to have those covers in place. 
These dead lights are each about a foot and a 
half in diameter; you can therefore understand 
what an immense amount of water the boat 
forced into herself by her own head way.“ 

It is said Chief Swenie has done a little in- 
vestigating of his own and is waiting anxious- 
ly to see how the inapector’s ideas tally with 
the results of his own work. 


FIRE RAGES IN STILLWATER, MINN. 


Heavy Damage by Flames That Menaced 
the Entire North End of the City. 

Mrxweapouis, Minn., Sept. 29.—[Special, ]— 
Word was received from Stillwater, Minn., at 
midnight tonight to the effect that a disas- 
trous fire was in progress there and it was still 
spreading. Fortunately the wind was driv- 
ing the flames away from the business portion 
of the city, but the entire north end was in 
danger. At one time the fire was within 600 
yards of the Minnesota State Prison. The 
fire broke out about 10:30, and with the 
heavy wind it got beyond the control of 
the department at the start, and as yet 
no estimate can be given of the damage. 
Among the buildings destroyed are the pow- 
er-house of the electric light company and the 
mill of the Stillwater Manufacturing com- 
pany. Minneapolis and St. Paul were asked 
to send aid and several companies from St. 
Paul were sent to Stillwater. The telegraph 
wires are all down as a result of the fire and 
all communication is to be had by telephone. 
The Stillwater Manufacturing company's 
plant was a large planmg mill, At 
1:05 this morning word was received 
from Stillwater that the fire depart- 
ment had the fire under control. The build- 
ings of the Thresher company and Street 
Railway company were saved. Several resi-

TO AMEND NEW YORK'S CONSTITUTION. 


Democratic Members of the Convention 
Will Denounce the Majority’s Work. 

Arnany, N. V., Sept. 28.—Today was prac- 
tically the closing one of the New York State 
Constitutional convention. The chief bone of 
contention has been the apportionment for 
future Senatorial and Assembly districts, 
which the Democrats denounce, The 
measure will be submitted to the people in 
the form of three ballots. The first llot 
provides for the adoption of the twenty-nine 
arcicles; the second for the apportionmeat 
article; the third for the canal improvement 
measure. President Choate appointed a 
committee to prepare an address to 
the people, explaining the work of 
the convention. The Democrats re- 
fused to serve. The Democrats assert 
they will prepare another address Cenouncing 
the address prepared by the majority.

Says Her Husband Ate with the Men at 
All Times=Was No Partiality. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 28.—Mrs. Peary, 


write of Lieut. Peary, the explorer, today 


made an indignant denial of the charges 
made by W. T. Swain against Lieut. Peary’s 
conduct and the food furnished. As to the 
charge of ungentlemanliness Mrs, Peary said 
her husband wasfoverscrupulous in his treat- 
ment of the men. Mrs. Peary added: 

„As to the fare, he gave them the best it 
was possible to obtain. Everybody jn the 
party was treated with entire impartiality. 
Mr. Perry ate at the table with the men and 
shared with them in every way. I .could 
not, of course, go to the public table on ac- 
count of my baty. I had to hold the little 
one in my arms and it made it inconvenient. 
to eat there. A number of my friends sent 
me some canned things. and Mr. Peary made 
me keep them for myself. would never 
touch any of these himself however, saying 
that he preferred to share In every particular 
with the men. 

It there is any discussion in regard to the 
food Mrs. Cross, the trained nurse who acted 
as cook, knows how Lieut. Peary tried to ob- 
tain the proper rations. As to the men being 
sent on long trips without preparation, I do 
not know what is meant by preparation. All 
they had to do was to hitch up the dogs and 
put on their furs. As to Mr. Swain’s lame- 
ness, he had what is termed infantile paraly- 
sis. He was lame on that account and no 
other.“

HEAVY DAMAGE N SOUTH FLORIDA. 


Houses and Crops Suffer in the Path of 
the West Indian Cyclone. 

Jacxsonvitte, Fla., Sept. 28.—Communi- 
cation with South Florida is restered and re- 
ports are pouring in relating to the damage 
done by the West Indian cyclone, At Tampa 
several large cigar factories were wrecked, 
the First Preabyterian Church and Palatial 
Hotel, Tampa Bay, badly damaged, and 
several smaller structures demolished, 
causing a total loss of $50,000. 
During the storm at Fernandana the British 
steamship Boston City and Elm ville collided 
and were badly damaged. The steamer Prin- 
cess was sunk between Palatka and Picolata. 
It was valued at $12,000, The steamer 
Edith was driven eshore. The steamer 
Debarey was driven against the drawbridge 
and wrecked. The steam yacht Maude was 
sunk near Crescent City. At St. Augustine 
no lives were lost, but several houses were 
wrecked and the losses will run into the 
thousands. Nearly all the windows in the 
city were blown in and the houses flooded with 
water. The Ponce de Leon Hotel was 
damaged in this way. The loss on the hotel’s 
furniture is heavy. At St. Augustine the 
waves dashed over the sea wall and made 
rivers of the streets. Many wharves were 
blown away. Between Green Cove oe 
and Palatka, on the St. Johns, twelve wharves 
have completely disappeared. Between Jack- 
sonville and St. Augustine not a telegraph 
pole was left standing. The damage to 
orange gtowers is incalculable. In the large 
groves the ground is meer covered with

Leaders at the Capital Say It Will Go An

Thousands of Votes=Straus a Contrib-

Democratic political managers do not conceal 

their chagrin over the dinner given to William 

L, Wilson by the London Chamber of Com- 

merce. Their alarm began last week, when 

the Ainner invitation was first announced, and 
teday, when they read the full cable reports, 
the managers have been rubbing it into Wil- 
son and Straus in the most approved Demo- 
cratic vernacular. There % no doubt that the 

Lendon dinner will be made use of in every 

district in the country during the campaign, 

and the Democratic leaders admit that fact. 

It does seem, said one today at the Con- 
gressional headquarters, that just when we 
are least expecting it some one of our own 
party does us mischief. Wilson never should 
have gone to that dinner, It was given by 
English free traders, who honored him not 
because he was an American Congressman, 
but because he was the leader of a free trade 
movement by which England would benefit. 
Wilson may be able to square himeelf in his 
own district when he gets back, but there will 
be no explaining it to the country. Why. in 
the world he wasn't headed off by cable I can- 
not understand. It he ever had a‘ chanve to 
be President it is gone now. It don’t make 
any difference what he said, it is Where he 
said it, That fool dinner will go from one 
end of this country to the other, and we can’t 
help it, Wilson always was an impractical 
man, and now he hag put hig foot. into it for 
good.“ 

All of the politicians seen, with faw excep- 
tions, admitted this dinner in London might 
well become the turning point of the cam- 
paign. Most of the Republicans have been 
quick to ¢eize their advantage, and to call at- 
tention to the impropriety of an English com- 
mercial body attempting to influence legisia- 
tion in America by means of social attentions 
to the Chairman of the only committee in the 
House of Representatives which can absoiute- 
ly control the tariff. The Republicans say 
that this London banguet will be worth thou- 
sands of votes all over the country, for it will 
show the workingmen just who is benefited 
by low tariff rates. The English Chamber of 
Commerce would waste: no dinners on an 
ordinary Oongressman, but it can well 
afford to throw in the champagne and cigars 
when the author of the Wilson law is the 
guest. Thanks to a full cable service the peo- 
ple oe sections of the country have been in- 
formed of the Democratic leader’s newest 
allies and warmest friends—the manufacturing 
plutocrats of Great Britain.

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Wasuinctrox, D. C., Sept. 28. complete 
reéxamination of the pine lands of the Chip- 
pewa Reservation in Minnesota is now being 
conducted by the Interior Department, and 
the returns received show many discrepancies. 
More than five years ago a law was passed for 
disposition of the last great body of pine land 
in Minnesota owned by the Chippewa Indi- 
ans. The bill provided for the examination 
of the land by appraisers. Charges were made 
that the first examination was not accurate, 
Secretary Smith dischar the old examin- 
ers and néw examination is showing 
the pine examiners vary considerably in 
judgment as to the amount of pine on 
tracts. 

After the second examination is completed 
there will still be a large amount of timber to 
be estimated. The law provides that all this 
preliminary work must be done before any of 
the pine can be sol At the present rate 
it will be five years ote the sale can be 
commenced, An effort has been 
have the lands already examined and ap- 
praised sold. It is probable the effort will not 
be pressed now until the burned pine in the 
Northwest is disposed of, as that will have a 
tendency to overstock the market. 

There is a commission operating among the 
Chippewas, endeavoring to concentrate them 
and all of the lands belonging to m. As 
the entire expense incurred comes out of the 
pr s derived from the sale of the lands, 
the more intelligent Indians are becoming 
impatient and alarmed and feel they are re- 
ceiving no benetit from the sale of lands made 
five years ago. :

Three Republics Which Gain by Reason 
of Wilson Law Uperations. 
WasnineTon, D. C., Sept. 28.—The representa- 
tives of Venezuela,. Colombia, and Hayti take 
satisfaction out of the fact that while the new 
tariff law in this country abrogates the reciproc- 
ity treaties with Brazil, Nicaragua. Salvador,Gua- 
temala, and other countries, it does away with 
the retaliatory policy which President Harrison 
annuunced by proclamation against them. This 
proclamation was issued March 15, 1892, be- 
cause the three countries had not up to 
that time entered into reciprocity arrangements. 
It established a duty of 3 cents a pound on 
coffee, 1 % to 2 cents a pound on sugar, 4 cents a 
gallon on molasses, and 1% cents a pound on 
hides. The Haytien sales to this country reached 
2,200,000 before the relation, but after it the 
ell to $17,900, The Colombian exports foil 
from $2,000,000 to $1,300,000, The Venezuelan 
exports fell from $10,000,000 to $8,000,000.

Active in Excise Law Violations as Well, 
but Police Board Antagonizes Him. 
New York, Sept. 28.—][ Special. —Supt. 
Byrnes has shown the laws can be enforced if 
the police departmeut but sets out to do it 
Heeding the complaints which have been 
made, and restiess under the criticisms which 
have been leveled at his own head, he has 
gone to work. Within two days more than 
00 policy shops have been ciosed as tight as 
wax. Some of the places had been running 
for years and had grown defiant. What this 
means to the community may be roughly 
estimated from the statement that the 
revenue of these shops ranged from $50 to 
$250 a day. Then something like 150 ar- 
rests have been made for excise violation and 
all the push cart venders, of fakers, have been 
run out of their favoritc haunts, where they 
blocked thoreughfares and interfered with 
business, But Supt. Byrnes’ activity has 
naturally aroused an antagonism within the 
Police Board, and every effort is being put 
forth to mutlify the Superintendent’s acts, 
which certainly look to a complete enforce. 
ment of the law, by making it impossible to 
punish the flagrant violations of the statutes 
and ordinances pertaining to saloon- keeping. 
The moment the severe administration of 
the law was set in motion and saloon pro- 
prietors and bartenders were gathered in 
by policemen who witnessed the open 
violations but had no warrants to make 
arrests, then the point was raised that

Speaking of rdilroad guides calls to mind 
the statement in one recently issued that at 
Lead two miles from here, where the great 
Homestake mine is located—is annually pro- 
duced one-half of the gold product of the 
United States. While not exactly true this 
statement will serve to remind some people 
how littie they know about the geography of 
this country. nver, Leadville, Cripple 
Creek, Helena, Butte, Deadwood—many 
other American towns are associ- 
ated ‘in the minds of the 
public with gold mining. But how many 
ever heard of Lead, the greatest gold camp 
of them all? Two miles from wood 
larger than Deadwood—*‘ Lead furnishes the 
sinews and Deadwood furnishes the brains, 
as ex-Senator Moody indiscreet!y remarked 
recently during the fight for the removal of 
the county svat from Deadwood to Lead. 

As a mining camp, great as it is, Lead is 
destined to be much greater. The Home- 
stake mine at Lead has already paid 85.000. 
000 in dividends, and these dividends are 
growing in size, its ore is becoming richer 
and richer, and more extensive, and the cost 
of mining it less and less. Machinery is fast 
superseding manual labor in the breaking of 
the ore from its natural bed, and this seving 
alone increases the dividends yearly. 

But it is not in the old Homestake that 
Lead and the Black Hills find a new era of 
prosperity creeping upon them. It becomes 
more evident every day that so far as the im- 
mense mineral wealth of the Black Hillis is 
concerned the ground has hardly been 
scratched. Gold, silver, iron, copper, coal, 
these and other natural resources in wonder- 
ful profusion await the pleasure of man. 

as 

The foundation of fortunes bigger than 
those of the Mackays, Floods, Murphys, 
Hearsts, and other gold kings are 2 laid 
today within a few miles of Lead. Gold- 
mining is not a matter of 1849 any more 
than steambeating belongs only to thé time 
of Robert Fulton. People are just learning 
how to mine gold scientifically, Thedevelop- 
ment of the gold properties in the Black Hille 
is now progressing along scientific lines in- 
stead of ha phazar 1 discovery and pan-wash- 
ing, although little noise is being made about 
It. 

Five years ago, before Samuel Allerton of 
Chicago began making investments in the 
Bald Mountain district, the ore in that neigh- 
borhood was thought little of and ims 
could be bought fora song. A new method 
of treating the ore made it valuable, however, 
and millions have followed the leadership of 
Allerton’s thousands and gone into this 
ground. 

Now the method of reducing this ore, and 
the one which made the ore profitable to Mr. 
Ailerton and others, is already being super- 
seded by another greatly cheaper and simpler. 
And in the meantime the ore which was 
thought to be worth frora $18 to $40 a ton, 
proves from development to be worth from 
$40 to $400 a ton. Miles upon miies 
of deep, wide ore chutes have been opened 
up, and there is no indication of an end to the 
supply. Mr. Allerton's company and the 
other two companies which have gone ex- 
tensively into this district have ore 
enough in sight to last them fiity 
years with three big plants and 
enough in prospect for centuries. Naturally 
they have made little noise about their suc- 
cesses and prospects, for, all the while they 
have been spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in buying up ‘surrounding property as 
cheaply as possible, which is quite natural in 
business affairs. .

State WIII Lose Thousands of Its People. 


Lawrence, Kas., Sept. 26.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.] — The constant emigration 
from Central and Western Kansas is attract- 
ing widespread attention among politicians 
and persons cognizant of public affairs, The 
stream of emigrant wagons on the country 
roads is generally eastward, many being in- 
duced by emissaries from Southeastern Mis- 
souri to try their fortunes there. Dozeas of 
movers can be seen passing through here 
daily, coming from the extreme Northwest 
and from Central Kansas. Men of business 
and, science are equally concerned in seeking 
practical irrigation or other means to 
keep the fariners from leaving. Counties 
heretofore supposed to lie within the rain 
belt have lost on account of crop failure from 
2,000 to 4,000 population within the last 
year. The great tide of homeseekers which 
swept across the plains, even up to the foot- 
hills of the Rocky Mountains, dufing the 
eighties has for several years been ebbing, 
and now threitens to continue below the low- 
water mark set by many. Poor crops, 
together with the hard times, have left 
thousands destitute who have never known 


want before. 

Judge McKay of Barber County said a few 
days ago he had found families in his district 
ina half starving condition. One man, he 
said, was living on a mixture of chop feed and 
bran. There are farmers with families who 
cannot get work and do not know where an- 
other day’s food is coming from. Where 
money cannot be borrowed there is nothing 
to do but emigrate. The only company loau- 
mg money in Reno, Kingman, and rper 
Counties has six applications to each loan 
granted. ty Clerk W. M. Duffy of Har- 

r County said the population has been re- 

uced from 14,000 to 10,000 in the last 
year,and the decrease in other counties is 
nearly as great. 

The question now being agitated is how to 
hold the farmers in Central Kansas. It is a 
question upon which the business of many 
large towns and cities depend, and in which 
millions of dollars aré involved. It is undis- 
puted that these counties have not sufficient 
rain during the growing season to insure 
crops. Judge Emery, national lecturer of 
the Irrigation Assodiation, declares this fact 
can no longer be concealed in an attempt to 
bolster credit. Driving from the State line 
along the western boundary of Sumner 
County, one sees for miles and miles deserted 
farmhouses, with broken windows and a gen- 
eral air of dilapidation. 

With such a condition of affairs methods of 
relief are receiving universal attention. Irri- 
gation will be one of the most important 
ee before the next Legislature. In the 

est candidates of ail parties are 1 to 
work for it. An appropriation and a com- 
mission will be asked for, to muke geological 
surveys and experiments. The quantity and 
availability of underground water for irrigat- 
ing purposes will be given a thorough test, if 
the demands of the Central and Western 
Representatives are granted. 

Where successive failures from the scorch- 
ing sun have disheartened the farmers, and 
even where the furious winds of last — 
blew the seed out of the ground and turn 
valuable farms into stretches of sand, new 
hope has been awakened by the prospect of 
wind-pump irrigation. The common topic of 
conversation in the country towns is how to 
build reservoirs and water the iand from 
wind-pumps. Wheels and reservoirs are 
bemg extensively put up in Central Kansas 
after the manner of those so successful in 
Grant and Finney Counties. 

Prof. Murphy's Observations. 


Prof. E. C. Murphy of the Kansas State 
University has just returned from a bicycle 
tour up the Arkansas Valley, where he made 
a study of methods in use. Prof. Murphy is 
in the school of engineering and will conduct 
a series of experiments to determine the lift- 
ing power of various wind pumps, which, with 
statistics on the wind velocity in different 
parts of the State, will enable him to compute 
the capacity of pumps. 

The tone of the Denver convention, he 
said, ** was convervative in regard to irriga- 
tion in Western Kansas. Nothing of any de- 
gree of scientific exactness is known, and it is 
unsafe to predict what will be the result of 
irrigation until the preliminary survey is 
made. I have just returned from my second 
trip this summer through the arid region. 
Having a wheel I was able to visit all the 
counties on beth sides of the river and ob. 
serve the conditions. There is not enough 
rain from the sky nor enough water in the 
river to be depended upon. Some other 
means must be looked for if the popu- 
lation of that country is maintained 
or increased. Iam having some instruments 
made in the engineering shops to test the pow- 
er of pumps. e manufacturers of pumps 
and windmills generally claim to utilize more 
of the wind-power than they ean show by a 
test. These manufacturers as well as every 
one else experimenting with irrigation are all 
imitating some one else who has partly. and 
perhaps under peculiar conditions, succeeded. 
They copy the errors of others as well as the 
good features. Wind-pumps have proved a 
success in places, and the question is, Where 
can water be reached in sufficient quantity? 

In my first trip I made a study of 
canal systems. From Dodge City I went to 
Howell on the south.side, to see what is 
known as the South Dodge Canal. From 
there I rode to Ingalls, near which is the head 
of the Eureka Canal. Farther up the river, 
near Garden City, is the head of the Garden 
City Canal and beyond, near Hartland, are 
three canals—the Amazon, Southeastern, and 
South Side Canals. The first two are ‘on the 
north side of the Arkansas. The Almo Canals 
take their head near Syracuse. I am now 
preparing a map showing these sys- 
tems. In June and July, when I 
first visited them, the canals had 
an abundance of water; more than enough 
for all purposes. But there was not enough 
during the rest of the summer, so recourse 
must be had to pumping to start and mature 
the crops. Thie country has largely been 
abandoned by the homesteaders who first 
proved up the land.”’ 

Prof. Murphy was not acquainted*with the 
situation farther east, but was confident the 
abandoned farms could be redeemed in many 
places by reserVoirs and pumps. A man who 
is better informed, from a scientific stand- 

int, than any other in Kansas is Prof. E. 

aworth, the geologist of the State Univer- 


ty. 

It is a fact,“ he began, that Western 
Kansas is abandoned. This summer I rode 
over country which did not have one family 
to four or five miles square. I can safely say

PROGRAM FOR M’KINLEY IN KANSAS. 


Will Get as Much as Possible Out of One 
Day in the State. 

Torexa, Kas., Sept. 27.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Elaborate preparations are be- 
ing made by the Republican State Central 
committee for the coming to Kansas of Gov. 
William McKinley of Ohio. He has but one 
day to devote to his party in the Sunflower 
State and it is the intention he shall make 
the most of his time. He will be met in Kau- 
sas City Wednesday morning, Oct. 3, by a 
party of leading Kansas Republicans on a 
special train. The train is scheduled to leave 
the Union Depot at 7:25 o’clock and will ar- 
rive at Argentine at 7:33. where it will stop five 
minutes, during which time the distinguished 
visitor will address the people from the car 
platform. The next stop will be at Lawrence 
at 8:40 o'clock, where a speech of ten min- 
utes will be made. The train will reach To- 
peka at 9:30 o’clock.and the party will be 
escorted to the State House. Here one hour’s 
time will be given the Governor to address 
the people from the steps leading to the main 
entrance. Scrunton will be reached at 11:11 
o’ciock, and a stop of three minutes will be 
made; Burlinggame at 11:23 o' clock, un- 
other three-minute stop; Osage City. 11:30 
o’clock, and a stop of five minutes; Emporia 
at 12:35 o’cjock p. m., where a stop of 
twenty-five minutes will be made. Strong 
City will be reached at 1:30 o'clock, and a 
stop of five minutes made; Florence, 2:10 
&’clock, five-minute stop; Peabody, 2:35 
O clock, three-minute stop Néwton, 3:05 
o’clock, ten-minute stop, the train arriving at 
Hutchinson at 4:05 o’clock. Two addresses 
are billed for Hutchinson, one in the after- 
noon and one in the evening. All railroads 
entering Hutchinson and Topeka have made 
arrangements for special excursion trains at 
greatiy reduced rates and it is expected enor- 
mous crowds will be present at the meetings 
in these two cities. A rate of one fare for the 
round trip has also been made on all branch 
roads entering Lawrence, Emporia, Newton, 
to give those living within a radius of fifty 
miles an opportunity of seeing and hearing 
the great apostle of protection. At the con- 
clusion of the evening meeting at Hutchinson 
the special train will leave with Gov. McKin- 
ley for Lincoln, Neb., where he will speak the 
following day. It will reach Ciay Center 
about 7 o’clock, where the first stop will be 
made and a ten-minute speech delivered. Ten- 
minute speeches will be made between Clay 
Center and the Nebraska State line at all of 
the principal towns, the last one being Belle. 
ville. At the State line the train 
will de turned over to the State Central Com- 
mittee of NebMska. 

The Republican State Central committee 
hes carefully compiled reports from every 
county in the State which are so satisfactory 
they feel absolutely certain of the election of 
the State ticket, and while no figures are be- 
ing given out, the prospective plurality ig so 
great it has been decided to devote the major 
portion of their efforts for the remainder of 
the campaign to the close legislative districts 
to make sure of a sufficient number of mem- 
bers of the Lower House to insure the elec- 
tion ofa Republican to the United States 
Senate. To do this sixty-eight Republicans 
must be returned out of 125, which, 
with the fifteen Republican holdover Sena- 
tors, will give them eighty-three votes on joint 
ballot, or a majority of one. Most of the 
large meetings for October have been ar- 
tanged to be held in counties in which the 
vate is close, and in this work each of the four 
avowed Republican candidates for Senator 
are taking an active part, They are Joseph 
W. Ady of Newton, J. R. Burton of Abilene, 
A. W: Smith of McPherson, and Calvin Hood 
of Emporia. The contest between them has 
been a friendly one and each is exerting him- 
self apparently to secure the election of a Re- 
publican majority in the House first, having 
agreed by common consent to keep their in- 
dividual interests in the background until 
after the November election. Ady was the 
Republican caucus nominee for Senator two 
years ago. Burton was a candidate for Con- 

ress in the Fifth Congressional District and 

mith was the candidate for Governor. Hood 
is the only one of the quartet who has not 
been active in politics. He was 
the business partner of the late 
Senator Plumb and is one of ‘the most 
successful bankers in the Stute. He has been 
urged to become a candidate for the Senate 
by the business and moneyed men of the 
State, because they believe his election at this 
time will have more effect in restoring the 
credit cf Kansas among Eastern capitalists 
than that of a man who has been less success- 
ful in his private business enterprises. The 
same influences that suggested the nomina- 
tion of Maj.

Denver, Colo., Sept. 25.—[Special Corre. 
spondence. ]—Gov. Davis H. Waite is not go- 
ing down to defeat without making the fight 
of his life. His campaign will be conducted 
on the cry that he is the friend of the worker 
and producer, and that the other parties are 
the slaves of monopoly, plutocracy, and 
other things that have a fearful and ominous 
sound, The Republican campaign fund is 
likely to be a big one. The revolt of the 
business-men against the domination of 
Populism and the efforts which Senator 
Wolcott’s friends will make will swell it. 
The candidate for Governor, A. W. McIntire. is 
theson of a Pittsburg manufacturer who 
lately died and who left bim a large fortune, 
and he will contribute liberally. There will 
be cash available fora thorough canvass of 
the State, and there will be speakers and red 
fire without end to further the cause of re- 
dem ption. 

The Populists are short of cash but long on 
schemes, and they wili raise the how! that the 
Republicans are drawing on the bullion of 
Wall street ana the vauits of the Rothschilds 
for funds to swamp the good men and true 
who stand for the rights of suffering human- 
ity against the goldbug cormorants who 
are doing the leech act on 
productive industry. This may take 
in the districts where the people have become 
imbued with the notion that Waite is the 
embodiment of all that is pure and good in 
statesmanship. The old man’s partisans are 
rabid in their sentiments, and it is impossible 
to get them to listen to reason, Those of 
their own party who tried to prevent the re- 
nomination of the Governor are branded as 
tools of capital squirmmg undér the thumb- 
screws of mortgages, etc. 

Waite will make a big run, but it seems im- 
possible to believe that he will be elected. 
The business sentiment of the State is a unit 
against him, for his mouth has been the 
means of creating a distrust of Colorado in 
the minds of Eastern people that nothing but 
his defeat will remove. Senators Teller and 
Wolcott at the State convention took 
occasion to make flat-footed declaration 
that they have no use for the Populist 
party. Teller has been claimed by the Pop- 
ulists asa man who would certainly come 
over to their party within a year or two, but 
the way he spoke to the convention leaves no 
doubt that he will not do so. He said dis- 
tinctly that when he found the Republican 
party absolutely committed toa gold stand- 
ard he would leave it, but that he will not go 
to the Populists. This leaves the future 
abiding-place of the Senator a matter of sur- 
mise, as there does not appear to beany place 
for him togo unless he proposes starting up a 
new party with Senator Cameron of Penn- 
Sylvania. 

Lafe Pence Expects Defeat. 


The Populists and Democrats of the First 
District have renominated Pence for Con- 
gress. Denver, with its probable Republican 
majority of 5,000 to 10,000, is in this district 
and the chance of Pence’s giection is small. 
He will almost surely be succeeded by John 
F. Shafroth, the Republican nominee. No 
one knows this better than Pence himself and 
hence the tears in his eyes as he begged that he 
be not nominated. He frankly said he coula 
not afford to spend all his time in, Washing- 
ton, but that he would like to go to the Sen- 
ate, which would not take more than half his 
time. When the nomination was made the 
attitude of the gentleman was rather amus- 
ing. He likened himeelf to a sacrifice for the 
party. The Waite men insisted that he 
should run in order to get him out of the way 
of the Governor, who will go to the Senate if 
the Populists succeed in controlling the Leg- 
islature. 

The Senatorial problem is badly mixed, as 
in fact all politics in Colorado is mixed. 
Wolcott hasa harder fight than the State 
ticket. The holdover majority against him is 
at least four. Of the eighty-three members 
to be elected he must secure forty-five, while 
the opposition can make a tie by pm ony 
thirty-eight. The heavy Republican vote 
centered in the counties containmg the cities, 
while the Populist vote is more evenly dis- 
tributed and should therefore return more 
mem bers. The strongest

It is iliog- 
ical to insist that the Christian religion ie to 
be proved by the very things which them- 
selves are most in need ‘of proot, to say 
that the proof of rests upon 
the miraculous, and then blame the 
skeptic because he has not faith enough in 
God to believe the miracles. The author says 
it does not seem fair or likely that God would 
place men in a world where, after they came 
to know it, a distrust of miracles would be- 
come inevitable, and then to base upon this 
very thing the proof of his revelation to 

The fact that we find it natural to suspect 
the miraculous may be taken asa pretty fair 
indication that miracles do not happen. 

The work presents a close comparison of 
parallel os in the gospels and dwells 
upon their. plentiful lack of agreement as 
proof that "the writers were not relating 
things ar heard or saw, and if they used the 
same authority did so with a freedom that is 
highly embarrassing to those who hold the 
gospel writers were literally inspired. For 
the fourth gospel, the differences between it 
and the three synoptics are so great, not 
merely in narrations of circumstance or 
speech but in doctrine, as to indicate that 
it was to a great degree written in- 
dependently of them and much later in 
point of time.

Jesus had thought of salvation as character, 
as the growth of the man into the divine life. 
The theologians were anxious to escape from 
the punishment of their sins and they called 
this salvation. Looking at it in this way it 
was inevitable that they should make belief 
the starting point for it. and hence arose the 
artificial part of Christian theology which 
finds no warrant in the teachings of Jesus as 
recorded in the synoptic gospels. 


Population and the Social System. 

„Population and the Social System,“ by 
Francesco S. Nitti, is an attempt to disprove 
Malthusianism to show that the world cannot 
be overpopulated. Its author argues, with a 
great wealth of references and research, that 
the growth of civilization tends to restrict the 
birth rate, while at the same time the means 
of subsistence are increased by the. greater 
extension ot production and means of com- 
municatior ; hence the ratios of increase of 
the two will not be so widely different 
as is claimed by the Malthusian economists. 
It is not of course difficult to demonstrate that 
population decreases with the lack of means 
of subsistence, but it is harder to disprove 
Maithusianism. Nor does one seeany special 
optimism in its rejection considering all the 
facts; the human species keeps its natural 
equilibrium in relation to its means of sub- 
sistence just as do other animals, and the 
preservation ‘of the race is constantly paid for 
by the sacrifice of the individual. The fact 
that the world does not become absolutely 
overpopulated is easily explained, and the 
way this is brought about in old and densely- 
settled countries, like China for ex- 
ample, is not an altogether . satis- 
factory subject for contemplation- The 
„Social capillarity,“ as the author calls the 
ambition to rise in our Western 1 
may check population to some extent, but the 
proletariat is always with us and we need no 
examples at the present time more forcible 
than the conditions existing in our great cen- 
ters. It does not seem that the author of this 
work has satisfactorily refuted the idea that 
Malthus emphasized, and the only optimistic 
view one can take is not that it is not true, 
but that, being true, evolution is working out 
its results, or, better, that an overruling Provi- 
dence is managing matters for the best, 
though at times its ways are mysterious. The 
work is nevertheless an important contribu- 
tion to the literature of its subject. (London: 
Swan, Sonnenschein Co. New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons.)

GENERAL MERCHANDISE MARKETS. 


Wool Market Dult and Weak- Further 
Down-Tara in SugareHides Weaker. 


The volume of business for the week in the gen- 
eral wholesale markets was about the same as 
during the previous week—fairly large. The 
drug trade reported a good business on country 
account, with the city business only fair, while 
sales in the aggregate show a decided improve- 
ment over the corresponding week last year. The 
wool market was excgedingly dull yesterday, and 
a feeling of depression characterized the spirits 
of merchants. The opening sales at London 
were far from gratifying to local dealers. 
It had been expected that the demand 
for foreign wool under the new law would stiffen 
prices abroad, but while sales in London for the 
American account were said to be large there 
was only a small percentage of advance in price. 
This disappointment has rendered values here 
weak and the outiook discouragi Reports are 
coming from nearly all the manu acturing dis- 
tricts to the effect that agente of fo wool- 
houses are offering their wools to be delivered 
after Jan. 1, and many manufacturers are giving 
the foreigners the preference, because they shade 
the price. No. 1 green sal hides were 
weak and lower, as were calfskins. The values 
that have been current proved too high com- 
pared with the price of leather, atid while the 
market for the latter has been stiffening up it 
has not kept pace with the hides.

Tun proposed parade of school children 
Oct. 10 in connection with a temperance cel- 
ebration for which the Board of Education 
has ordered a half holiday is without reason 
or sense. It can be of no possible advantage 
to the children in the way of inculeating tem- 
perance notions to march them through the 
dirtiest, filthiest, and most torn up streets in 
the country. The schools of this city were 
not organized for processions. The children 
are not sent there for that purpose. The stat- 
utes require that temperance and morality 
shall be taught by the teachers, and not 
through the agency of silly street pageants. 
The children themselves do not care for it, 
and the teachers are bitterly opposed to it, as 
it breaks up school work. The children are 
but just back in school after more than two 
months vacation. Deducting the numerous 
legal holidays they have none too much time 
for the work of education as itis, It may be 
a spectacle for an idle, gaping, curious 
crowd, but parents do not send their children 
to school for such a purpose. The whole 
scheme has emanated from the brain of some 
silly faddist who has no idea of what is be- 
coming. If it is not too late the Board of 
Education should rescind its thoughtiess and 
un wise acticn. 


WILSON’S FREE TRADE POLICY. 

Mr. Chairman Wilson of the Ways and 
Means has had his legs under the free trade 
mahogany of the London Chamber ot Com- 
merce, and over the free trade wine and wal- 
nuts has delivered himself in a manner which 
has elicited enthusiastic expressions of British 
gratitude. It is the most important political 
event which has occurred since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. Mr. Wilson is not only 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Meaus but the representative of the Presi- 
dent and my Commissioner to the London 
Chamber of Commercé. It was to Mr. Wil- 
son the President sent a contidential letter 
expressing approval of his policy as Chairman. 
It is not remarkable, therefore, that Wilson 
was entertained by the British manufacturers 
and trades representatives as the Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten tiary 
of the President to the free trade centers of 
Europe, empowered to announce to them 


Lthat the American people had taken the first 
step forward in the direction of free trade, 


Yet Mr. Wilson’s utterances were net without 
a shade of regret on his own part and that of 
the President that tariff reductions had not 
been more sweeping, that our wage ecale 
had not been reduced more nearly to the Eu- 
ropean standard. and that our markets were 
not completely in the possession of foreign 
manufacturers. : — 

Mr. Wilson has informed the manufactur- 
ers of Great Britain as well as those of the 
United States that it is now the policy of the 
Democratic party to abandon the home mar- 
kets and struggle for the competitive markets 
of the world, to admit England to our mar- 
kets and to compete with England for the 
neutral markets she possesses—a policy which 
involves producing goods as cheaply and 
carrying them to competitive markets as 
cheaply as England. And yet we cannot 
produce as cheaply except we get raw ma- 
terials as cheaply and certainly make the wage 
scale as low as that of England. Either the 
actual wages of American workingmen must 
correspond with those of English workingmen 
or it must be assumed that two American 
workingmen can do the same amount of 
labor as three English. It is not sufficient, 
again, that the wage scale should be the 
saine or that goods should be sold at the same 
price if we are going into competing markets, 
but they must be sold at a lower price, hence 
we must have greater natural advantages or 
a still lower rate of wages. While doing this 
and grasping for what we do not. possess 
abroad and until wages are adjusted to the 
new scale we must expect the American mar- 
kets to be throwu open to England, France, 
Germany, Italy, and Austria. They will come 
into a land flowing with milk and honey and 
revel like bees in a clover field. If the Wilson 
plan is put in practice we shall reach out 
after new markets in China, Corea, India, 
Australia, South America, and other places, 
while we surrender the markets we have at 
home in whole or in part. Of course, Wilson 
is aware that if we should drive England, 
Germany, and France out of competing mar- 
kets it would bring about a stagnation in 
European manufactures and cause a further 
reduction of wages, which we would have to 
meet by a corresponding reduction at home. 
The more effectual our competiticn the more 
they would suffer and the harder would be the 
pressure upon their working people, and the 
stronger their competition with us for the 
possession of neutral markets. 


manufacture sufficient to supply the home 
market even if we runon half time, but what 
if wé should throw our markets open to Ger- 
many and France and other European na- 
tions, and the tariff should be so reduced that 
they could flood us with their goods, In a 
short time our manufacturers would not run 
a quarter of the time and some of them 
would not run at all. His dream of running 
full time by giving our markets to the world 
and competing with the underpaid labor of 
Europe is just what might be expected of a 
college professor and a theorist, khowing 
nothing of practical business, but it never 
would be considered by sensible men who 
have had business training. It demonstrates 
the folly of committing our industries to the 
tender mercies of college professors and South- 
ern brigadiers who have not the interest of the 
North at heart, or if they had it would not 
know how to promote it. 

What Mr. Wilson has to say about our 
manufactured goods is only made more 
ridiculous by his ignorance of our substan- 
tial manufacturing interests and by what he 
has to say of agriculture, Upon this point he 
says: Now, when released from such vicious 
laws, there will be a mew era and a revival of 
the American merchant marine as well as a 
steady increase in our exports, both of food 
products and manufactured articles.” How 
does he expect that the exports of tood will 
be increased when it is now at starvation 
prices and we are not only feeding Europe at 
a lower rate than ever but are in competition

GERMANS ARE FOR SOUND MONEY. 
An independent German paper with Demo- 
cratic tendencies calls The Tribune,“ and 
published in Omaha, is stated in the dispatches 
to have’ abandoned the Democratic party. 
Henceforth it will support the full Republican 


ticket. This is because of its disgust at the | 


attitude of the Democrats in Nebraska on the 
currency question. As Congressman Bryan 
has put through the State convention a reso- 
lution in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and as it has been given 
outsthat the Democrats of Nebraska are fully 
wedded to that policy, the Germans of Ne- 
braska with equal emphasis are declaring that 
they will not support such a dishonest policy. 

The Tribunes.“ wherever published, al- 
ways arésound on the currency, this one is 
sued in Omaha being no exception to the rule, 
and theGermans everywhere are sound on 
this point. They have caused the adoption of 
a good money plank in the Wisconsin Demo- 
cratic platform and were influential in the se- 
curing of a reasonable money plank in the 
Illinois platform. They remember that the 
Democratic-party, wherever it is in control, 
is tainted with heresy-on financial and cur- 
rency questions. Notwithstanding the dec- 
larations in the Illinois platform the Demo- 
crats have nominated four or five free silver- 
ites for Congress and have set up a large num- 


ber of fiatists~possibly forty or fifty—for the 


Legislature. In Ohio they have adopted a 
platform that is thoroughly badin regard to 
the currency, and throughout the entire South 
they are almost universally wrong on that 
question. 

It is true that in the Far West the Republic- 
an party is not as sound on the currency ques- 
tion as it ought to be, but it is no further ad- 
vanced in the wrong direction than are the 
Democrats throughout the country, and the 
latter have led the way in falling in with the 
policy of the silver miners. The Republicans 


ot the silver States have followed a., bad lead 


because they fancied they could not keep up 
an organization opposed to free silver.“ 
The interests of the people were supposed by 
them to be so closely bound up with the inter. 
ests of the silver miners that the two could 
not be separated at the polls, and so a fhin, 
ragged margin of Republicans in the silver 
mining States have followed where tae Demo- 
cratic party as a whole led the way. 

It.is remarkable that the Democratic party 
should so generally defend the silver heresy. 
At least its most intelligent members ought 
to be able to see that if we adopted “ free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1,” thereby 


coming down to the use of a dollar having but 


half the purchasing power possessed by the 
dollar today. existing . might be wiped 
out by the payment of half worth dollars 
where full worth dollars were contracted for, 
but they could not obtain any advantage on 
indebtedness to be incurred afterwards, The 
borrowing of the future would have to be 
done on the basis of depreciated silver, double 
the number of dollars being require] on a 
fransaction involving transfer of the same 
absolute value as now, and enough interest 
would have to be paid to cover. the risks as- 
sumed by the lenders. The adoption of the 
policy would give no future advantage. It 
simply would legalize the payment of all ex- 
isting indebtedness with money worth only 
half of what was borrowed, and inasmuch as 
the greatest property-holders are the greatest 
money debtors this dishonest gain would be 
distinctively for the benefit of the richer at 
the expense of the poorer classes. Surely 
that is not the aim of Democracy as under- 
stood by the great majority of those who vote 
the Democratic ticket, 

It is greatly to the credit of the Germans in 
this country that they are sound on the money 
question. It now is to be seen how far they 
will be affected by the vagaries of that party, 
and to what extent in this and other States 
they will rebuke the Democratic erase for 
flat and half fiat money, which dates back as 
far as the war on the United States Bank 
nearly sixty years ago. Many Germans orig- 
inally left the Republican party because of 
liquor legislation which was unsatisfactory to 
them. Will they now remain with the Demo- 
crats when they are attempting to scale all 
debts down to 50 per cent of their fate value 
and to make national dishonesty and flatism 
fundamental principles of heir party? 


OIL A CURE FOR THE TUG NUISANCE: 

The test of crude petroleum for fuel, made 
Thursday on the tug Blackball, was 1 com- 
plete success. During the ten hours that the 


| tug was in service, the engine working almost 


continuously under a full head of steam, 
scarcely a hatful of smoke was emitted trom 
the stack, and the steam was kept at the 
blowing-off point every minute. The test was 
a severe one, the load to be towed being made 
twice as heavy as ever before. Indeed, it is 
stated that the tug could not have made the 
trip at ali with coal for fuel, but using oil it 
had steam to spare. No trouble was experi- 
enced in controlling the apparatus, though 
the engineer was a green hand at the work, 
and he is quoted as saying the simple trick of 
burning oil may be learned in two hours with 
little instruction. 

The question of expense was settled in favor 
of vil ascompared with other fuel. The quan- 
tity used was 640 gallons, which cost $10.70, 
while the tugmen present estimated that tne 
coal which would have been required to make 
the same trip would cost 815.20, so that the 
oll permits a saving of 30 per cent. The kind 
of coal referred to is not stated, but it is fair fo 
presume it is not the pSorest sort with which 
tugs have filled the air full of thick, black 
smoke for years past. The consumption [of 
that stuff by tugs while in the river ought not 
to haf been permitted at any time in the 
last quarter of a century, and will not be al- 
lowed any longer, seeing that it has been dem- 
onstrated how to make steam ata low cost 
without creating a foul nuisance during every 
minute of the time-that a tug is at work. 


The cheaphess of oil per unit of power and 


the fact that it can be used without commit 
ting the smoke nuisance are far from being 
its only recommendations asa fuel for the 
making of steam. The production of heat is 
steady, when that is desired, and for the 
meeting of sudden calls for more power 
the oii has an immense advantage over any 
kind of coal. It not only makes no smoke, 
‘but leaves no ash behind. The combustion is 
complete. The oil is sprayed into the fire 
chamber by the aid of steam and every par- 
ticle of it is made to burn, so that there is no

Tho test proved conclusively that there is

And the tug- 
owners should be ready to fall in with the 
suggestion, seeing that they cannot deny the 
superiority of oil for fuel on their steafn 
tugs. 


HOWGATE HUNTED DOWNS. 

The capture of Capt. Howgate after he had 
eluded the officers of justice for twelve and a 
half years illustrates the force of the old say- 
ing about one enemy being more powerful 


| than a score of friends. There was abundant 


reason to believe that strong influence was 
brought to bear to prevent his capture more 
than a dozen years ago for fear that a com- 
plete exposure might be damaging to the rep- 
utations of some high in authority. He 
eluded the search of the officers and the case 
was almost forgotten except by one of them, 
who took a personal! pride in continuing the 
effort to chase the fugitive, giving to that 
what time could be spared from current 
duties. He succeeded gt last and the cuiprit 
was caged. 

The strangest part of the story is that How- 
gate appears to have passed all the intervén- 
ing years in this country. Being an English. 
man he did not essay to go back to the 
United Kingdom; where he would have been 
at home without the inconvenience of having 
to learn a new language. He hardly would 
ha ve done this except on the supposition that 
the idea of prosecuting him had been 
abandoned by the Federal authorities, and it 
is probable that if he effected any voluntary 
change in his persona: appearance it was due 
to his wish to avoid annoyance, not arrest. 
When he escaped from the officers at his 
Washington residence in April, 1882, where 
he had been taken on the excuse that he 
wished to have a bath under better conditions 
than those provided at the jail, he found his 
mistress waiting for him in a carriage and 
went away only a tew miles, remaining in the 
vicinity of the National Capital for about five 
years. From there he went to New Orleans, 
thence to California, and returned from the 
Pacific coast to make his home in New York 
City, where for a long time he has kept an old 
bookstore. 

The Washington career of Howgate was a 
brilliant one while it lasted. He had not 
been there long when he took part in the 
movement to establish the Weather Bureau, 
which went into operation in the latter part 
of 1870 under Brig.-Gen. ier ean 
was made a Lieutenant, the serv ing or- 
ganized as a part of the Signal Service under 
the War Department, and rose to a Captaincy 
with the position of disbursing officer and 
practical head of the bureau. He became a 
prominent figure in society, gave exclusive 
dinners, one of which was attended by the 
President of the United States, and accumu- 
lated considerable property in spite of his 
lavish personal expenditures, among which 
were a pleasure yacht and a shooting box. 
Then be launched out into the further extrav- 
agance of keeping a wistress, whom he es- 
tablished in handsome quarters a few squares

In October, 1881, he was arrested on the 
charge of embezzlement, but through * influ- 
ence was released on his own recognizance. 
In November he was indicted for embezzle- 
ment and forgery to the amount of more than 
$100,000, and soon the amount of his steal- 
ings was ascertained to exceed $370,000, 
He was arrested and released on ball of $40,- 
000, which he jumped and disappeared, 
Early in 1882 he gave himself up to stand 
trial, but escaped in April through the back 
door of his own residence, and then was not 
heard of by the public till his arrest in New 
York last Thursday. If he had followed the 
example of the great Mr. Merdle,”’ as re- 
lated by Dickens in Little. Dorrit,” the 
parallel might have suggested the remark 
made about the supposed victim of “ pres- 
sure, which was to the effect that a greater 
thief and forger never escaped the gallows. 


ANOTHES REPORT ON GAMBLING. 

The Committee on Gambling of the Civic 
Federation has made a supplementary teport 
relative to the attitude which it has assumed 
towards this evil. The committee says it 
undertook the work of investigating gam bling 
because, first, the people seemed to be indif- 
ferent when exposures were made by the pub- 
lie press; second, because the gamblera were 
pocketing large sums fleeced from their vic- 
tims and the owners of the buildings 
were in many cases subsidized by 
the rentals; and, third, because the 
police authorities ignored their duties 
under the la ws and it urged to their duty com- 
plancently replied: ‘Public garibiing is not 
carried on in Chicago. The third reason

The facts are very simple. The Democratic Con- 
gress passed a bill a few weeks ago taking sugar 
from the reciprocity free list, where the Repub- 
licans had piaced it four years previously. The 
Jaw imposes a direct customs tax on raw sugar 
of 40 per cent ad valorem on all the sugar ex- 
ported to this country from reciprocating 
Brazil, the West Indies, Cuba, Central Amer- 
ica, East Indies, Java, and Sumatra, and 
on German beet sugar, Germany having 
reciprocated on American breadstuffs to 
a certain extent.

Spreckels stands to- 
wards the Pacific coast sugar business and its 
refineries where Havemeyer & Co. stand towards 
the Eastern, Cuban, Brazilian, and West Indies 
sugar business. 

The Democrats set out to knock on the head 
the whole sugar reciprocity arrangements with 
other nations. But they made a glaring excep- 
tion of Hawaii. Why was this? Mr. Castle's let- 
ter casts no light on this mysterious exception. 

All the Hawaiian sugar sold on the Pacific 
slope will cost the American consumers 40 per 
cent more than if it were admitted free. But not 
a single mill of this 40 per cent will find its way 
into the United States Treasury.

Gold may decline from the same cause, but so 

long as it is the unit of currency values the de- 
cline must show itself in a reduced buying power, 
the prices of things rising because bought with 
cheapening gold. The purchasing power of the 
yellow metal was reduced about 50 per cent by a’ 
vast increase in the supply near the middle of 
this century. That is, the price of labor doubied 
and the prices of the things that are produced by 
Jabor were affected in the same way, receding 
sirce then by successive discoveries or improve- 
ments which enable those things to be produced 
with far less labor per unit of material than 
formerly. 
If gold is being produced in any part of the 
world at 22 cents on the dollar the owners of the 
property will be able to realize the 78 cents as 
profit, and can continue to do so as long as the 
cheaper production is not large in proportion to 
the total production. It seems probable that ere 
long it will be found that discoveries of new 
fields and the introduction of more economical 
processes for doing the work of extraction will 
so much increase the quantity produced at a 
much lessened cost that the buying power of 
gold will be largely reduced, as it was some forty 
years ago. The truest measure of such reduction 
of buying power will be given by the labor mar 
ket, the wages of the hour of average labor being 
taken as the unit for comparison in each case.] 


As to Pure Food. 


Cxicaco, Sept. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The convention to discuss pure food in Chicago 
next week should bring up the question saliently 
of Indian corn as acereal. The subject has in- 
terested the Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington aoe | ears. Mr. Murphy, in oma before 
and since the Columbian Exposition, has done 
excellent — both in this country and in Eu- 
rope advocating corn as food. 

One phase of the subject, if touched upon at 
all, would seem to have escaped the practical 
a plication to an end—that is: the preservation 

of Indian corn in its full. ripened integrity for 
use as human food. It is seldom normal in qual- 
ity, either from the crib or storehouse, when 
ground into meal. I have spent much study 
within the last fifteen years as to how Indian 
corn may be kept in its normal condition for ex- 
rt. Shelled! in bulk, or in sacks piled together 

or shipment to Great Britain and Continental 
Europe, it has not often reached there without 
becoming musty. soured, or bitter as to the 
germ, destroying its integrity as a food grain. 
Corn when shelle d from the cob in the autumn 
at the time when it will cleave fairly well from 
the cob, say in the latter end of September and 
during October, as the case may be, contains the 
full pabulum of the grain—that is, starch, oil— 
both forms of carbon and fully necessary to ani- 
mal or man. But besides this it contains a fair 
amount of albuminous compounds—that is, the 
nitrogenous elements. 
In ear corn, if kept in the ordinary way in the 
wide cribs of the West, the first change is that of 
heating, however slight this may be. This 
measurable change first touches the carbon 
elements—starch. oil, etc.—but it also trenches 
on the albummoids in the process of heat- 
The nitrogen compounds in the region 
of the germ become bitter or musty. as the 
case may be. During the — if open, or if | 
notOthen early in the spring , this process 
once set up goes on continually when moisture is 
present. ence | do not hesitate to say that one 
year with another Indian corn kept in wide cribs 
through the winter, and subsequently in the com- 
mercial elevators, is not in a proper condition to 
be used for human food; nor, indeed, is it in the 
best state for fattening animals. 

A case in point is this: Pi fed in autumn on 
corn, just as it comes from the fields, are sweeter 
both in the flesh and fat than any June or 
July fed hogs of the year su ing.

Indians know how to keep corn in perfect con- 
dition as to germination and this is the essence 
of the whole question, Corn that will germinate 
fas it bee has neither been heated in a crib nor 

it been severely frozen as to the germ. 
Seedsmen accomplish this measurably by 
plucking the corn when just ripe, before freezing 
cially. This pre- 
serves the germ intact if the heat has not n 
carried beyond 100° Fabrenheit. But this strong 
drying causes it to germinate slowly. The Indi- 
ans knew how better. The squaws plucked the 
best seed with the husk intact, dug a hole in the 
ground of a capacity of about two bushels of 
ears, therein placing the corn points down in 
lar ranks sometimes lining the sides of the 
hole with dry rushes, not, however, necessary. It 
was then mounded over with earth and was so 
kept also for food. Every grain thus preserved 
would grow promptly when planted. ater we 
have found that in feeding corn to cattle in fields 
—ears tramped in the muddy soil—every grain 
would germinate in the spring when the temper- 
ature was right. Now we are just beginning 
scientifically to get down to the bed rock of how 
to preserve grain intact and economically. 

oming now to the practical application of the 
question: Given the artificial integrity of the 
rain, if it be kept in the state as plucked from 
the stalks, ripe and before being frozen, and kept 
thus with its inherept. natural moisture, we have 
the grain as perfect at one year old as when first 
gathered. If we can keep it in storage intact by 
excluding air for one year wecan keep it so in- 
definitely. Thus kept when ground and cooked 
it is one of the most palatabie of human foods. 

Bitter we do not like it, musty we abhor it.

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Certain Agents Take the Part of the As- 
sured in Fighting the Measu - Ite 
Friends Say It Will Not Increase Cost 
Except Where Risks Are Bad—Iowsa 
Situation Remains Unchanged, but 

‘There Is Now Some Hope of a Settie- 

ce Office on Fire, 

Rates under the new schedule of the Chica. 
go Underwriters’ Association are not being 
received with universal favor. Many of the 
local agents object to the rates which have 
gone into effect, and there are more in the 
ranks of the insured who object to the provis- 
ions in the new schedule, When the Execu- 
tive committee met yesterday it had several 
complaints to hear. 

South Water, Lake, and River streets have 
been completed in the schedule, and these 
rates have gone into effect. It was intended 
to have the new rates in excess of the old 
ones, as the business in Chicago was down to 
a point where there was no money in it. In 
February there was a flat increase in all 
rates of 25 per cent, this to remain in effect 
until the new schedule could be prepared. In 
the making of this schedule it was intended 
to keep the average rate down to the advance 
in rates made in February, and according to 
the members of the committee having the 
matter in charge there was an increase from 
the rates in effect previous to February aver- 
aging only 20 percent, or an advantage to 
the assured averaging 5 per cent. This, how- 
ever, does not prevent some of the increased 
rates from running much higher than this. 
For various added hazards to buildings and 
contents there is an added penalty which 
brings the cost of insurance in some cases 
to nearly double that previous to February. 

Three cases have come under my observa- 
tion in the last few days, said one of the 
agents who is not pleased with the schedule, 
‘which plainly show the incongruities of the 
new tariff. I was insuring afirm for $1.50 
and the new,rate is $2.55; another for 80 
cents and it is now $1.75, Another which 
was $1.10 is now $1.75. These rates are too 
high and the people who are insured have ‘a 
right to make complaint. Because some one, 
through bad judgment, takes poor risks for 
hig company and causes loss it is no reason 
every person carryi insurance shouid be 
made to pay for it. ze one of these increases 
there was a penalty of 50 cents put on be- 
cause a candle was found in the building 
which appeared to have been used. There is 
a charge of 50 cents for the use of candles ih 
examining eggs, but tlie firm whose rate was 
raised does not handle eggs. 

The friends of the new schedule claim it 
will prove of great advantage and that in a 
short time it will meet with favor from the 
insurer and the assured. There are added to 
a flat rate penalties for various faults, such 
as exposure, wooden cornices, lack of cleanli- 
ness, and such things as make the risks more 
hazardous. The agents claim as each pen- 
alty is for a specified cause or delinquency 
the owner of the property may put his place 
in order anc get the benefit of the lower rate. 
In this way tne advantage will be mutual to 
the owner and the insurance agents.

Efforts to Reach an Agreement Regarding 
Hawkeye State Territory. 

The band of insurance men from Iowa who 
have been in Chicago returned yesterday with 
nothing definite accomplished. They came 
to secure a promise from union companies 
that the war of insurance rates promised in 
lowa would be walled off. In this they were 
unsucceas{ul, though there is a probability 
now there will be a peaceful ‘settlement of at- 
fairs. The lowa contingent offered an agree 
ment on the ‘part of every State company, 
with one exception, to put into effect union 
rates and the union commission of 15 per 
cent. Representatives of the union compa- 
nies said this would not bind companies 
other than those signing. The Iowa men 
then asked if an agreement signed by 75 per 
cent of the non-union companies would be 
considered sufficient. This, however, did not 
meet with the views of union managers. 
Finally it was agreed if 90 percent of the 
companies outside the pale would agree to 15 
per cent commissions the union managers 
would recommend the*war be called off. The 
Iowa companies have ten days in which to 
get the signatures to the agreement, and until 
that time is past there will be no slaughtering 
of rates. If, however, the agreement fails. 
the 20 per cent rate orathree years rate of 
50 cents on dwellings will be put into effect 
in Des Moines, and probably extended to 
every town in the State having first-class fire 
departments.

Dora Russell, and she lives where. she was 
born, by the sea in Northumberland.

The great French win- 
dow opens on toa flight of stone stairs that 
lead down toa — old-fashioned garden, at 
the far ond of which are discerned sundry apple 
and r trees. The house was chosen chiefly 
forthe sake of this garden, in which Miss 
Russell works and takes a keen delight. 

Mies Russell began to write in a curious way 
esting atime of great family distress and 
trouble. Returning one day to a sadly overshad- 
owed home she saw an advertisement in the 
well-known Newcastle Chronicle offering prizes 
for fiction and poetry. A small parcel of man- 
uscript was packed up and sent in with 
much 1 a and with a firm con-

of it; with a modesty which accom. 


} panied her through all her literary career, In 


the competition, which was a very large one, 
she was fortunate enough to receive two

prizes, one for a story, the other for a short 
poem. This was the first money d 
ever earned. and she can recall now the great 
1 and engouragoment it gave her. 
Shortly after the editor of the Newcastie 
Weekly Chronicle applied to her tor a brief 
story for that journal, and in accordance she 
wrote The Miner’s Oath,” which was so 
favorably received that it is read still in the 
mining vil round Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
e usehold word among their fam- 
es. 

Dora Russell’s method of composing is 
somewhat peculiar. She always fixes.on the 
titles of her novels first, and the following 
morning, in thearly dawn, a plot to suit her 
chosen title in variably rises before her mind, 
and 14 on growing and growing until her 
story is written, without anynotes whatsoever 
being required. She,worksabout six hours a 
day with great facility and ease, scarcely ever 
changing a word or line in her MS. Her 
study ie a large room at the top of the 
house, The sole furniture consists of a 
huge writing-tabie, chair, and a square 
of carpet, whilst numerous proofs 
and MSS, are methodieally arranged against 
the walls. The only 6ther chair, an easy one, 
is oceupiéd by a little black aud tan terrier, 
which never leaves her mistress day or night. 
Dora Russell has in truth a devoted love for 
all dumb creatures, and s mongst her numer- 
ous pets she has a littie colony of birds of 
much varfety, who come for breakfast daily.

he materials required are one peck of green 
tomatoes, one quart of sliced onions, one pint of 
salt, half a pound of mustard seed, halfa cupful 
of ground mustard, one dozen pepper corns, one 
dozen whole allspice, and one quart of vinegar.

When cold put in a 
dark. cool place. This pickle will keep for sev- 
eral months without being sealed.

The red man had been her only lover, and she 
followed. the promptings of her heart, defied 
conventional usage, and overcame by earnest

pleadings and arguments the objections that 
at first naturally arose among the members 
of her family to such a union. 

It was known that, although a Siou Indian, 
her husband was an educated man, a graduate 
of two colleges, a physician of good standing, 
and under appointment by the government to 
an Indian agency; that he was respected by 
his college associates, morally correct, men- 
tally bright (his class orator at college), and 
that he inherited a splendid physique, which 
he had developed by training and athletic 
sports while a student, and in which be ex- 
celled, as he did in almost everything he un- 
dertook. And yet, despite a knowledge of all 
this, many persons feared * Elaine had 
made a grave mistake whea she united her- 
self for life to this scion of an Indian chief; 
and they sympathized with her accordingly. 

Has she made a mistake? Was her mar- 
riage a sacrifice, socially considered? Was it 
to end her usefulness asa brilliant contribu- 
tor to literature? Would her pen continue to 
surprise and charm the world of. literature. 
with sonnets and sketches, or would it be laid 
aside with her assumption of wifely and 
matronly responsibilities and cares? In brief, 
Was the girl poet’s marriage a failure? 

These are interesting questions. In order 
to answer them with accuracy a New York 
World reporter called upon Mr. Henry Ster- 
ling Goodale, father of the poetess, at his res- 
idence, No. 400 West Fifty-seventh street, 
and from him and other equally trustworthy 
sources he has been enabled to trace some of 
the important events in the three years’ mar- 
ried life of Elaine Goodale Eastman. It has 
been found that she has had some trials, a 
good deal of care, and the responsibilities 
that usually follow matrimony. But she 
has met them all bravely; she has adapted 
herself to the environments in which she 
found herself placed; accepted the situations 
us they were unfolded to her philosophically, 
even enthusiastically ; and today she finds her- 
self a welcome guest at the homes of the 
wealthy and cultivated citizens of St. Faul, 
Minn.; the proud mother of a bright little 
girl a couple of years oid, the wife of a physi- 
cian with a growing practice in-the same city, 
and a contributor in her leisure moments to 
the current publications of the country. Al- 
though the duties of wife and motherhood 
consume much of her time, yet she has been 
able to indulge her literary tastes by the prep- 
aration of poems, prose sketches, etc., and 
to keepin touch with the social world and 
with the current literature of the day. She 
laughi declares that her marriage has not 
been a failure. 

Long before Elaine became the bride of 
Dr. Eastman literary people in New York 
had shown their appreciation of her genius, 
not alone by reading her remarkable. produc. 
tions, but by receiving her as a welcome guest 
in their homes. Society smiled upon Her, 
but it did not spoil her; she acvepted 
homage with becoming grace, and although 
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she knew when the words had been spoken in 
Ascension Church that transformed her into 
a bride that many of the congratulations 
were pot sincerely spoken, she accepted them 
as if they had been as sincere as were the 
wishes expressed fora happy life which ac- 
companied them.
